The  Nebraska  City  Coin  Club 

The  Nebraska  City  Coin  Club  was  organized  in  1963. 

It’s  first  numismatic  item  was  an  encased  cent  marking 
its  first  annual  show.  The  club  issued  encased  cents  for 
it’s  first  ten  shows.  The  club  specially  muled  prior  is¬ 
sues  to  observe  it’s  12th  annual  show  in  1976.  The  Ne¬ 
braska  City  Coin  Club  appears  to  be  the  only  club  in  the 
state  to  have  issued  an  encased  cent. 

In  1967,  the  club  issued  a  medal  to  observe  the  state’s 
centennial.  The  medal  came  in  sterling  silver,  golden 
bronze,  and  oxidized  bronze.  It  appears  no  nickel/silver 
medals  were  issued.  The  obverse  has  the  Otoe  County 
Courthouse  and  a  head  of  an  Indian  as  the  devices.  Be¬ 
low  the  building  are  the  words,  “NEBRASKA’S  OLDEST 
PUBLIC  BUILDING”.  To  the  right  of  the  Indian,  are  the 
words,  “OTOE  INDIAN”  and  “NEBRASKA  CITY  COIN 
CLUB”.  The  reverse  of  the  medal  as  the  Nebraska  Cen¬ 
tennial  logo.

Approximately  1250  people  attended  the  Nebraska  City 
Coin  Show  February  if  and  19  at  the  National  Guard  armory 
in  Nebraska  City.  The  main  attraction  ,  reports  Ron  Chapin, 
the  bourse  chairman,  was  J.  V.  McDermott’s  1913  Liberty 
head  nickel  which  is  valued  at  $50,000.  A  Clarinda  Iowa 
collector,  Noros  Freeman  won  best  of  show  for  his  exhibit 
of  tvnes  of  United  States  silver  dollars  and  a  collection 
of  Turban  Head  half  dollars.  Other  exhibit  winners  were:

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Lincoln  Still  Holds  the  Bank  Robbery 
Record  -Jim  McKee 


At  8:00  AM  Wednesday,  September  17, 1930  the  first  two 
employees  of  the  Lincoln  State  National  Bank  arrived  to  do 
preopening  work.  At  10:00  the  bank  doors  officially  opened 
and  at  10:02  a  black  Buick  with  Iowa  license  plates  pulled 
up  at  the  east  side  doors  on  the  northwest  corner  of  12th  and 
O  Streets.  Five  men,  who  observers  thought  were  officials 
transferring  money,  got  out.  One  man  stayed  at  the  wheel 
of  the  care  with  the  motor  running,  one  stood  on  the 
curb  with  a  Thompson  submachine  gun  while  the 
others  quietly  entered  the  bank. 

Inside  the  men  ordered  the  employees  to  lie 
down  on  the  floor  and  asked  for  **" 

Leinberg  knowing  he  was  one  of  the  few 
who  could  actually  open  the  vault.  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  E.  H.  Luikart,  assuming  the  inner  vault  had 
been  put  back  on  a  time  lock,  told  the  clerk  to 
show  the  robbers  it  was  locked  beyond  their 
scope.  When  the  dial  was  spun  however,  it 
proved  to  be  open,  to  everyone’s  surprise. 

Meantime,  a  passerby  saw  what  was  happen¬ 
ing  and  walked  across  the  street  to  a  store 
and  called  the  police.  Thinking  it  was  a 
prank,  the  desk  sergeant  dispatched  an  unarmed  juvenile 
office  and  a  patrolman.  When  officers  Meyer  and  Schap- 
paugh  arrived,  the  man  with  the  machine  gun  told  them  to 
scram.  Wisely,  the  out-weaponed  duo,  having  no  radios,  ran 
for  the  police  station. 


At  10:10,  having  been  warned  to  hurry,  by  the  look-out,  the 
men  ran  from  the  bank  with  filled  pillowcases,  jumped  into 
the  Buick  and  sped  away.  When  police  reinforcements  ar-

rived  a  few  minutes  later  no  evidence  of  the  car  was  seen.  In 
just  eight  minutes  the  bank  had  slickly  been  relieved  of 
$2,775,395.12  in  cash  and  Liberty  Bonds,  the  largest  cash 
bank  robbery  in  the  world. 

Confusion  reigned.  Three  employees  including  the  bank 
president,  W.A.  Selleck  had  received  minor  injuries  when 
they  were  clubbed  but  no  shots  were  fired.  Accusations  were 
leveled  at  the  police  and  speculation  arose  as  to  how  the 
Buick,  which  proved  to  be  stolen,  had  managed  to  disap¬ 
pear  so  quickly.  Interesting  and  colorful  theories  abounded. 
One  had  them  heading  east  on  O  Street  where  they  had  a 
flat  tire  and  were  aided  by  a  farmer,  only  slightly  bemused 
by  the  machine  gun  which  they  explained  as  a  hunting  rifle. 
The  more  interesting  theory  had  the  Buick  drive  around  the 
block  where  it  was  driven  into  a  moving  van  which  then 
casually  drove  past  the  bank  and  out  of  town.  Federal 
Judge  Robert  Van  Pelt,  then  Assistant  U.S.  Attorney,  said  it 
was  always  his  opinion  that  they  simply  headed  for  Kansas 
and  then  into  the  Ozarks  and  this  theory  is  probably  the 
most  reasonable. 

In  1931  eyewitnesses  identified  the  machine  gun  man  as  Tho¬ 
mas  O’Connor  and  with  the  help  of  a  group  of  Chicago  busi¬ 
nessmen,  known  only  as  the  “Secret  Six”,  Illinois  lawmen  cap¬ 
tured  O’Connor,  Jack  Britt,  Edward  O'Hara,  William  McQuil- 
lin,  Howard  “Pop”  Lee  and  Tommy  Hayes  in  East  St.  Louis. 
That  May,  Britt,  Lee  and  O’Connor  were  brought  back  to 
Lincoln  by  County  Attorney  Max  Towle  and  represented  in 
court  by  attorney  T.  Clement  Gaughn.  Lee  and  O’Connor 
were  found  guilty  but  Britt  was  released  after  two  hung  ju¬ 
ries  failed  to  convict  him.  A  decade  later,  the  man  whose 
testimony  convinced  the  jury  of  their  guilt,  recanted  his  story, 
vindicating  both  Lee  and  O’Connor. 

In  November  of  1931,  some  of  the  stolen  bonds  turned  up  for 
sale  in  Chicago  and  New  Vork.  Both  parties  had  explana-

tions  for  the  possession  of  the  securities  though  the  stories 
seemed  a  bit  contrived  on  the  surface.  In  August  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  Capone  Gang  Lieutenant  Gus  Winkler  was  hos¬ 
pitalized  after  a  car  accident  left  him  unconscious.  AS  he  be¬ 
gan  to  come  around  he  started  muttering  about  a  bank 
robbery  resulting  in  his  late  arraignment  in  Lincoln  for  the 
same  crime.  Although  he  had  an  alibi,  Winkler  feared  it 
might  not  hold  up.  He  therefore  agreed  to  intercede  in  the 
return  of  the  remaining  bonds  in  exchange  for  his  release. 

In  January  of  1932,  a  suitcase,  leaning  against  a  Chicago 
lamp  post,  was  recovered  with  just  under  $600,000  in 
bearer  bonds.  W.A.  Selleck,  as  receiver  for  the  bank  assets, 
worked  with  the  returned  bonds  and  insurance  proceeds,  ul¬ 
timately  restoring  all  depositors  funds.  Shortly  afterwards 
the  bank  was  absorbed  in  the  Continental  National  Bank. 
The  robbery  was  also  instrumental  in  making  bank  robbery 
a  federal  crime. 

In  1950,  the  Brink’s  Robbery  was  larger  but  was  not  a  “bank 
robbery”  and  though  there  have  been  bigger  bank  robberies 
they  were  not  bigger  in  terms  of  the  cash  stolen.  Thus,  Lin¬ 
coln’s  record  for  the  largest  cash  bank  robbery  still  stands.
